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States  showing  significant  increases  in  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
in  1945.  as  compared  with  1941  were  well  distributed  over  the  United  States.  Increased 
income  from  one  or  more  of  the  following  commodities  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
gains  in  these  States:  poultry,  eggs,  cattle,  calves,  tobacco,  truck  crops ,  and  potatoes . 
In  eight  States,   1945  receipts  were  less  than  in  1944.

Probable  Receipts  for  May  and  June 

Total  receipts  in  May  are  expected  to  show  an  advance  of  about  7 
percent    over  April,,    This  will  be  due  to  an  increase  in  cash  receipts  from 
livestock  and  products    of  about  10  percent*  more  than  offsetting  an  antici- 
pated small  decrease  in  receipts  from  crops „     The  gain  in  livestock  will 
come  principally  from  sharp  seasonal  advances  in  receipts  from  dairy  prod- 
ucts,. 

Total  cash  receipts  for  June  are  expected  to  be  from  5    to  10  percent 
above  May.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  probably  will  advance  only 
slightly  above  May  as  a  result  of  small  seasonal  gains  in  ">eat  animals  and 
dairy  products*    Receipts  from  crops;)  however*  are  expected  to  rise  sharplyQ 
Contributing  to  this  rise  will  be  increased  marketings  of  wheat  and  corn  in 
response  to  bonsuses  and  higher  prices  and  seasonal  increases  in  receipts 
from  vegetables  and  fruits0 

Preliminary  Estimates  for    March  and  April 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  March  are  now  estimated  at 
1„321  million  dollars.    This  preliminary  estinate  is  5  percent  below  the 
shorter  month  of  February  and  also  5  percent  below  a  year  earlier,,  Receipts 
from  livestock  and  products  amounted  to        million  dollars*  a  3  percent 
decline  from  February*  due  in  part  to  a  considerable  decrease  in  hog  mar- 
ketings.   Receipts  froc  crops  dropped  to  kB"J  million  dollars,  6  percent 
below  February0  with  cot  ton  and  tobacco  declining  seasonally.  Compared 
with  March  19^5P  total  cash  receipts  this  March  were  5  percent  lowers  live- 
stock and  products „  h  percent;  crops*  6  percent , 

Current  data  as  to  prices  and  marketings  indicate  that  cash  receipts 
in  April  were  about  18  300  million  dollar s0  nearly  the  same  as  in  March^ 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  rose  slightly  as  prices  averaged  a 
little  higher  and  sales  of  dairy  products  and  poultry  and  eggs  increased 
seasonally.     Crop  marketings  declined  seasonally,;

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percent.    Practically  all  the  gain  in  total  cash  receipts  occurred  in  the  Vest 
North  Central  Region,  where  the  increase  amounted  to  J>0  percent.    The  Western 
Region  rose  slightlv,  hut  all  other  regions  showed  declines  ranging  up  to  19 
-^rcent  in  the  South  Central  Region.     Cash  receipts  from  crops  ranged  from  28 
percent  "below  1?^5  in  the  South  Central  Region  to  33  percent  above  last  year  in 
the  West  North  Central  Region.     Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in 
February  were  lowest  compared  with  last  y^ar  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  where 
they  were  down  l6  percent,  and  highest  in  the  West  North  Central  Reg:' on,  where 
they  were  up  30  percent. 

In  the  first  2  months  of  19^6.  total  cash  receipt  s  from  farm  marketings 
were  at  about  the  same  level  as  last  year.     Receipts  from  crops  were  3  percent 
lower,  hut  those  from  livestock  and  products  were  2  percent  higher,     A  substan- 
tial increase  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  and  a  moderate  increase  in  the 
Western  Region  mode  up  for  significant  decreases  in  all  other  regions  in  total 
cash  receipts.     Receipts  from  crops  were  lowest  in  relation  to  last  year  in  the 
North  Atlantic  Region-,  where  they  dropped  18  percent,  and  highest  in  the  West 
North  Central  Region,  where  theygained  ^40  percent,,     Changes  in  receipts  from 
livestock  and  products  ranged  from  8  percent  "below  the  first  2  months  last  year 
in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  to  13  percent  above  in  the  Western  Region. 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  both  croos  and  livestock  in  February  declined  9  percent 
from  the  same  month  in  19^-5.     Although  receipts  from  tobacco  made  a  substantial 
gain,  those  from  apples,  potatoes,  and  all  major  livestock  commodities  dropped 
noticeably. 

For  the  first  2  months  of  19^6 1  total  cash  receipts  declined  10  percent, 
with  apples,  potatoes,  milk,  and  hogs  accounting  for  a  large  part  of  the  decline. 
Receipts  from  crops  alone  dropped  18  percent,  but  those  for  livestock  dropped 
only  5  percent. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  February  declined  2  percent 
"below  last  year.    Among  crops,  increases  in  receipts  from  corn  and  oats  more 
than  offset  decreases  in  those  from  soybeans,  apples,  and  potatoes  for  a  net 
gain  for  all  crops  of  U  percent.     Wholesale  milk,  cattle,  and  egg  receipts 
largely  accounted  for  a  decline  of  3  percent  in  the  total  for  livestock  and 
products,  despitfl  a  sharp  gain  made  by  hogs. 

During  the  first  2  months,  total  receipts  declined  U  percent  from  the 
same  period  last  year,  largely  because  of  smaller  receipts  from  cattle  and 
wholesale  milk.     Increases  for  oats,  wheat,  and  corn  accounted  for  most  of  a 
5  percent  gain  in  crop  receipts,  but  this  was  more  than  offset  by  the  7  percent 
decline  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  products,. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  February  were  31  percent  above  the 
same  month  in  19^5 •  representing  an  increase  of  33  "percent  in  crop  receipts  and 
30  percent  in  livestock  and  products.     Hogs,  wheat,  cattle,  and  corn  were  re- 
sponsible for  most  of  the  gain.

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During  January  and  February,  cash  receipts  increased  IB  percent  over  the 
same  two  months  last  year,  largely  "because  of  increases  for  hogs,  wheat,  corn, 
and  oats. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Total  cash  receipts  in  February  declined  12  percent  from  last  year.  Cash 
receipts  from  crops  declined  9  percent,  with  vegetables,  apples,  peanuts,  and 
cotton  showing  substantial  decreases.    Broilers  and  hogs  caused  most  of  the  l6 
percent  decrease  in  receipts  for  livestock  and  products, 

A  decline  of  13  percent  was  registered  by  cash  receipts  from  farm  market- 
ings during  the  first  two  months'  compared  with  the  corresponding  months  in  19^5» 
Crop  receipts  decreased  l6  percent,  as  those  from  cotton,  tobacco,  truck  crops,'; 
and  apples  droooed  sharply,.     Livestock  and  product  receipts  declined  8  percent„: 
with  hogs  and  broilers  showing  the  greatest  decreases. 

South  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  February  declined  19  percent  from 
February  19^-5 »  with  some  decrease  in  most  items  and  sharp  drops  in  receipts  from 
tobacco  and  cotton0     Crox>  receipts  dropped  28  percent,  while  those  from  livestock 
and  products  decreased  only  U  percent. 

Luring  the  first  two  months,  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
showed  a  decrease  of  13  percent  largely  because  of  declines  in  tobacco,  cotton, 
cattle,  calves,  hogs,  and  milk. 

We  stern  Region 

Although  livestock  and  products  rose  15  percent  in  February  compared  with 
last  year,  a  decline  of  6  oercent  in  crops  brought  the  gain  in  total  cash  receip 
down  to  h  percent.  Receipts  fr^m  meat  .animals  and  wheat  made  substantial  gains, 
but  those  from  vegetables  and  cotton  declined. 

Total  cash  receipts  during  the  first  two  months  increased  5  percent,  In~ 
come  from  crops  was  about  the  same  as  in  19^5  as  the  rather  sharp  increases  in 
receipts  from  wheat  and  fruits  were  about  offset  by  declines  in  income  from 
vegetables  and  cotton.    Livestock  and  products  showed  a  gain  of  13  percent »  with 
turkeys,  cattle,  p*(\  wholesale  milk  making  the  greatest  gains. 

Total  Cash  Receipts  from  Farm  Marketings  Show  Increase  in  I9UU  and  19^.5 

Revised  estimates  now  place  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in 
19^5  at  20,781  million  dollars, '  slightly  higher  than  the  preliminary  total  of 
20,710  million  dollars  estimated  a  month  ago.     The  new  total  combines  revisions 
for  livestock  and  products,  here  published  for  the  first  time,  with  the  revised 
crop  estimates  oresented  in  the  February  Farm  Income  Situation,    Receipts  from 
crops  in  19^5  are  estimated  at  9,056  million  dollars  instead  of  the  cumulative 
monthly  total  of  9,U89  million  dollars  as  published  in  February;  and  receipts 
from  livestock  and  oroducts  are  11,725  million  dollars  compared  with  the  earlier 
estimate  of  11,221  million  dollars.     The  following  table  presents  the  revised

A  9  percent  increase  in  receipts  from  meat  animals  was  the  only  signifi- 
cant change  in  the  revised  livestock  estimates.     This  increase  was  caused  mainly 
hy  revisions  in  the  estimates  for  hog  slaughter.    The  downward  revision  of  5 
percent  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  resulted  largely  from  changes  in  estimates 
for  cotton,  oil-hearing  crops,  and  vegetables. 

The  table  below  shows  the  revised  estimates  by  commodity  groups  for  19^3- 
I9I+I4.  and  19145,     Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  as  well  as  income  from 
crops  increased  in  19*4U  and  "gain  in  19^5,    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
fell  in  I9I4I+  but.  rose  in  I9U5  to  a  higher -level  than  in  I9U3,

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Total  cash  receipts  increased  5  percent  from  19U3  to  1$)^.  Crop" 
receipts  rose~13  percent ■,  while  those  from  livestock  remained  about  the  same. 
Declines  in  meat  animals,  poultry  and  eggs  in  l$kh  were  nearly  offset  by  an 
increase  in  dairy  products.     Sales  of  hogs  in  19HU  were  slightly  greater  than 
in  19^3t  "b11*  prices  declined  5  percent  and  cash  receipts  dropped  about  k  percent 
The  quantity  of  sheep  and  lambs  marketed  in  19HH  was  8  percent  below  19^3» 
average  prices  were  H  percent  lowerc 

Receipts  from  wheat  ro?e  H2  percent  in  ltykh  as  marketings  increased  33 
percent  and  prices  gained  7  percent.  This  change  in  cash  receipts  from  wheat 
accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  of  38  percent  .in  food  grains.  Receipts  from 
fruits  and  nuts  showed  a  gain  of  ?3  percent  in  l^kk  over  19^3*  Receipts  from 
apples  increased  28  percent,  with  quantities  sold  gaining  17  percent  and  prices 
advancing  9  percent.  Receipts  from  oranges  and  grapefruit  increased  26  percent 
with  quantities  marketed  up  15  percent  and  prices  up  10  percent.  Receipts  from 
cotton  lint  showed  a  gain  of  kl  percent,  as  sales  increased  56  percent  and  price 
were  down  10  percent. 

In  19^5*  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  rose  about  3  percent 
above  19^»  largely  because  of  increased  receipts  from  livestock  and  products. 
The  greatest  sain  took  place  in  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs,  although  meat 
animals  and  dairy  products  also  increased.     Sales  of  eggs  dropped  6  percent,  bu 
prices  were  up  l6  percent.     Quantities  of  chickens  sold  were'  about  the  same  in 
both  years,  but  prices  were  8  percent  higher  in  19*+5  than  in  19^,     Sales  of 
broilers  in  19^5  were  up  3^  percent  above  the  year  before,  and  prices  gained  3 
percent,  resulting  in  an  increase  of  37  percent  in  cash  receipts. 

Sales  and  prices  of  cattle  and  calves  increased  11  percent  each  in  19^5 
over  19^-*+,  so  that  total  receipts  gained  about  24  percent.     Marketings  of  hogs 
were  down  2k  percent  in  19^5;  thus,  in  spite  of  a  gain  in  prices  of  8  percent, 
total  receipts  declined  19  percent.     Sales  of  sheep  and  lambs  were  about  the 
same  in  19^5  as  in  the  year  before,  but  prices  were  up  5  percent  and  cash 
receipts  showed  a  corresponding  increase. 


The  increase  of  U  percent  in  19^5  cash  receipts  from  dairy  products  wai 
due  to  quantity  rather  than  price.     The  quantity  of  milk  sold  at  wholesale 
increased  about  8  percent,  butter  gained  H  percent,  but  butt^rfat  sold  as  creanj 
dropped  ^  percent,, 

Although  cash  receipts  from  crops  in  19^5  T.. ere  almost  the  same  as  in  I9U i 
receipts  from  some  crops  varied  between  the  tv/o  years  significantly. 

While  average  prices  of  cotton  rose  11  percent  in  19^5*  sales  dropped  36 
percent  resulting  in  a  decline  of  29  percent  in  cash  receipts.     The  gain  in 
receipts  from  feed  crops  resulted  mainly  from  increases  for  corn  and  oats. 
Marketings  of  corn  last  year  were  31  percent  greater  than  the  year  before, 
prices  were  3  percent  lower,  and  receipts  WQre  27  percent  high-r.     Sales  of  oat 
in  19^5  were  up  35  percent  compared  with  19^+t  an^t  with  prices  down  10  percent 
receipts  rose  about  one-fifth.    Marketings  of  tobacco  in  the  calendar  year  19 
rose  one-third  over  19^»  prices  increased  U  percent,  and  cash  receipts  gaine 
38  percent. 


The  decline  in  receipts  from  fruits  and  nuts  last  year  was  largely  a 
result  of  the  small  I9U5  apple  crop.     Sales' of  apples  dropped  27  percent  in 
19^5i  prices  rose  17  percent,and  receipts  declined  ik  percent.

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  as  a  percentage  of  total  income 
from  farm  marketings  rose  much  more  sharply  "between  1924  and  1944  in  the  South 
Central  Region  than  in  any  other  region  in  the  country.    By  the  end  of  this 
period,  they  had  doubled  in  importance  as  a  source  of  farm  income  in  that  region,. 
Starting  in  1924  with  21  percent  of  the  total,   cash  receipts  from  livestock  and 
•nro/lucts  rose'  to  46  in  19^3'  &»ft" dropped  hack  to  42  percent  in  1944c 

Meat  animals  increased  from  10  percent  of  total  cash  receipts  in  1924  to 
25  percent  in  19^3 1  and  declined  to  22  percent  in  19^+.     ^he  gain  made  by  hogs 
was  very  pronounced,  from  3  percent  in  1924  to  8  percent  in  19^+»     ^he  relative 
importance  of  cattle  and  calves  also  rose  sharply  over  most  of  the  period; 
starting  at  7  percent  in  1924,  they  increased  to  l6  percent  in  1939  and  1940  and 
receded  to  13  percent  in  19^o     Dairy  products  contributed  substantially  to  the 
sharp  increase  in  importance  of  livestock  and  products,  particularly  in  the 
early  part  of  the  period,  rising  from  4  percent  of  total  receipts  in  1924  to  12 
percent  in  1931         maintaining  a  level  of  9  to  10  percent  for  the  remainder 
of  the  period.    Poultry  and  esgs  increased  from  5  percent  of  the  total  in  1924 
to  9  percent  in  1930s  receded  to  6  percent  in  1933-3^9  then  rose  again  to 

10  percent  in  19^3         5  oercent  in  19^-. 

Cotton  was  mainly  responsible  for  the  decrease  in  relative  importance  of 
crops,  dropping  from  5^  percent  of  all  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1924  to 
30  percent  in  19*^     The  importance  of  oil-bearing  crops  increased  about  seven 
times,  and  vegetables  about  two- thirds,  over  the  20-year  period,  but  these 
crops  constitute  only  a  small  part  of  total  crops  in  this  r^gionc
